T hi s is the year in which mer­ 
chants, aod all others who seek 
the patronage 
the public, will 
have to tell through the newspa­

There has been a big increase al­ 
ready in the demand for newspa­ 
per space by business men and Se­ 
dalia firms should not be behind in 
efforts to increase their trade. 


In Austria, as in other European 
countries, there is a bitter feeling 
growing up, caused by the fear of 
American 
competition 
in 
their 
home 
markets. 
Recently 
an 
American firm w’as refused per­ 
mission to 
open 
shoe stoies 
in 
Vienna, and the shoemakers’ union 
declares it would have prevented 
the opening by force even if the 
government had granted 
the de­ 
sired permission. 
It is not at all 
improbable that we will see, be­ 
fore long, laws enacted by Euro­ 
pean countries excluding 
Am eri­ 
cans 
as 
we 
have 
excluded 
the 
Chinese from this country. 


T h e several departments of the 
federal government are a law unto 
themselves, 
says the 
St, Joseph 
News, and sometimes they carry it 
off with a high hand. 
Great is the 
complaint recently of the pDstoffice 
department . in its ruling in regard 
to 
what shall constitute 
second- 
class matter, but more reasonable 
still the complaint of this depart­ 
ment’s ruling in 
regard 
to mail 
boxes on the rural delivery routes. 
One would naturally suppose that 
a man had the right to receive his 
mail in any box that suited him, 
especially if the box was rain proof. 
But the postoffice goes so far as to 
stipulate 
whose 
manufacture of 
boxes shall be bought by the citi­ 
zens, and 
unless they buy 
these 
particular boxes the carrier will not 
deliver the mail 
to them. 
It is 
broadly asserted that these partic­ 
ular boxmakers stand in with the 
department and that somebody in 
the department is getting a rake* 
off. 


T h e r e is no hope for the alarm­ 
ists who, following the lead of a 
Milwaukee doctor who was steal­ 
ing 
some advertising within the 
limits of professional ethics, have 
tried to get up a bubonic plague 
scare in this country. The country 
simply will not scare, and there is, 
feays the Kansas C ity World, abund­ 
ant reason for the confidence the 
people have in our immunity from 
a plague epidemic. 
There is very 
little danger of an epidemic ot any 
sort if its spread can be prevented 
by sanitation or inoculation. 
This 
we have 
demonstrated very posi­ 
tively in the changed conditions 
in 
Havana under 
the American 
domination. 
For 
years 
that 
city 
was 
ravaged 
by 
yellow 
fever. 
The American authorities 
cleaned the city so thoroughly, and 


took such vigorous measures 
for 
isolating and treating the disease, 
that only a few sporadic outbreaks 
occurred this year and there was 
not even the threat of an epidemic. 
A s for the bubonic plague it is not 
to be feared in the least. 
There 
are crowded districts in N ew Y o rk 
and San Francisco where it might 
possibly get 
a 
foothold, 
but 
it 
would never be permitted to get 
outside of those districts. 
It is a 
disease which thrives only under 
unsanitary conditions. 
Such com­ 
parative cleanliness as obtains in 
the average American 
city 
is 
a 
practical specific against the spread 
of the black death. 


T h e 
assertion of a St. Louis 
physician that the death of W ay- 
man McCreery was due to over- 
enthusiastic golf playing will, says 
the Chicego fournal, doubtless at­ 
tract a good deal of attention, for 
everybody 
p la y s golf nowadays. 
The physician says that Mr. M c ­ 
Creery, who was fifty-one years 
old, had been growing stout, and, 
in order to reduce bis weight, had 
radically changed his habits of life, 
lie 
cut 
out 
his 
usual beverag­ 
es, 
lowered 
his diet 
materially 
and 
began 
to 
play 
golf 
im­ 
moderately. 
The 
result, 
accord­ 
ing to the 
physician, 
was that 
he took off 
thirty-eight pounds, 
but the removal of the fat that had 
accumulated around his heart and 
diminished 
the 
resistacce to the 
action of that organ, which conse­ 
quently operated more rapidly and 
violently, and if it had not forced 
a weakened blood 
vessel in 
the 
brain to yield, it would soon have 
worn itself out. 
Paralysis or heart 
failure was 
therefore 
inevitable. 
The physician coocludes that it is 
highly dangerous for a man past 
fifty to alter his mode of life in 
any 
essential 
particular. 
Espe­ 
cially should 
such a man avoid 
violent exercise unless he has al­ 
ways indulged in it and is in con­ 
stant training.

Officia ls Estima te Tha t 2 ,0 0 0 Ho me- 
stea ds Will Be Fo rfeited 
By the Winners. 


The land drawing, so far as be­ 
ing a matter of interest, closed at 
El Reno, Ok., Thu rsday . 
The re­ 
mainder of the 
13,000 
winners, 
which is the total nu mber who will 
be entitled to file by v irtu e of the 
drawing, were drawn by 5 *.30 last 
ev ening, and the work ended for 
the day . 
The nu mber drawn y es­ 
terday was 4,300. 
Today the drawing box es 
were 
remo v ed to the scho o l building 
that was occu pied as booth No. 2 
du ring the registration, in order to 
v acate the present location, which 
is a pu blic street. 
The clerical 
force will be increased and the sy s­ 
tem changed to enable 
the com­ 
missioners to close u p the work 
within the nex t ten day s, if possi­ 
ble. 
Lists of applicants drawn 
will no longer be made, bu t postal 
cards will be sent each u nsu ccess­ 
fu l person 
notify ing him of 
his 
failu re to draw a winning nu mber. 
Last night 
the v isitors folded 
their tents. 
Large nu mbers of the 
great crowds hav e remained per­ 
sistently to the end, listening to 
the reports read, eagerly scanning 
the bu lletins and bu y ing ev ery 
paper with new lists, in anx iety to 
find their names among the w in­ 
ners. 
Bu t the ou tgoing trains last 
night were 
packed, 
and today 
there will be a v eritable ex odu s. 
The greater nu mber will retu rn 
home, many will go down to the 
new cou nty seats to await the 
opening, a few of the earlier win­ 
ners will remain and file their 
claims, while some of the actu al 
homeseekers, disappointed in the 
drawing, may await the ex piration 
of six ty day s, in the hope of secu r­ 
ing a claim in the enev itable ru sh 
for the left-ov er sections. 
T he estimate is made by a gov ­ 
ernment ofiiciai that in each land 
district 1,000 of the 6 ,5 00 nu mbers 
will not betaken in the six ty day « , 
becau se of homesteaders who will 
be disq u alified, or who will leav e 
the cou ntry , believ ing their claims 
to be worthless.

The bruUil murder of Mr. and 
Mrs. R . T. Taliferro, 011 the night 
of July 30, led last night to the 
lynching of 
Betsie McCray, her 
son, Belfield McCray, and daugh­ 
ter, Ida McCray, all colored, at 
Carrollton, Miss. 
The mob, composed of about 
five hundred white citizens of Car­ 
roll county, who marched to the 
jail in order, demanded the k eys 
from Jailer Duk e, 
proceeded to 
the cells of the negroes,;^ bound 
them by the neck and hands and 
carried them to the corporate limits 
of the town, where they hanged 
them to a tree by the public road­ 
side and riddled their bodies with 
bullets. 
The mob resisted the earnest ap­ 
peals of Judge W . F. Stephens and 
W . H . Hill, who stood on the steps 
of the jail and appealed to them in 
the name of laijv and order. 
They 
even followed the mob to the cell 
doors, with their arms around the 
neck s of the leaders, pleading with 
them to let the law tak e its course, 
but with no effect. 
Ida McCray confessed k nowledge 
of the murder and stated that her 
mother, Betsie, 
and her brother, 
Belfield, helped commit the crime. 
She further implicated others, who 
will possibly meet a lik e fate. 
Betsy McCray refused to mak e 
any statement. 
Gov. A H. Lor- 
gino arrived on the scene by special 
train, from Jack son, a few min­ 
utes after the lynching. 
He ad­ 
dressed a large and attentive audi 
ence at the court house, impressing 
upon them the duty of their citi­ 
zenship and obedience to law and 
order. 
The most prominent citizens of 
the county labored with 
the ex­ 
cited mob all during the day to 
allow the law to tak e its course, 
but without avail.
